“ It’s ju st one m ore case changing 
(he ru les u nder which we gather 
ev idence,” he noted. 


Within Reach Only 
Tre cou rt held that, in the absence 
of a search w arrant, police can do 
no more than search a m an u nder 
arre st and apparently only the are a 
within his reach for weapons 
or 
destru ctible ev idence. 


Prev io usly , po lice were allo wed to 
search any areas they co nsidered 
to be attendant to the arrest. This 
usually m eant all o f a m an’s ho me 
if he was arrested there. 


Now police officers will need to 
be arm ed with both an a rre st w a r­ 
ra nt and a search w a rra nt in fu tu re 
situ ations in which they ex pect to 
discov er 
ev idence 
at 
a m a n ’ s 
home. 


No Co mplaints 
M ey er said police officers hav e no 
com plaints 
abou t 
the 
c o u r t ’ s 
gu arantees 
of 
indiv idu al 
constitu ­ 
tional rights in crim inal cases. 


“ The problem is w hat is called 
the ex clu sionary ru le,” he ex plain­ 
ed. 


“ The Supreme Co urt has said that 
unless y o u g ather the ev idence ex ­ 
actly as we say y o u sho uld, it will 
be ex cluded as ev idence. 


“ If y ou don’t do it ex actly as we 
say , y ou c a n’t u se it.” 


No t Rig hts Anno uncements 
It is the cou rt’s broadened a p­ 
plication of its ex clu sionary ru le, not 
its annou ncem ents of the ex istence 
of indiv idu al 
constitu tional 
rights, 
w'hich 
has 
“ h am pered ” 
law 
en­ 
forcem ent officers in their opera­ 
tions, M ey er said. 


“ The purpo se o f a trial is to 
disco v er the 
truth,” the 
atto rney 
g eneral sug g ested. 


“ Bu t y ou c a n’t ju dicially discov er 
the tru th if all the ev idence that 
points to clear gu ilt has to be e x ­ 
clu ded.” 


Applied To States 
The ex clu sionary ru le was pro­ 
mu lgated in 1913, b u t applied only 
to the federal cou rts, M ey er said. 
In 1961, in the first of the m ajor 
U.S. Su prem e Cou rt pronou ncem ents 
on crim inal law, it was applied to 
the states. 


Later decisio ns in this decade, in­ 
cluding last week’s ruling o n po lice 
search, hav e bro adened the applica­ 
tio n o f the rule, M ey er no ted. 


In an effort to assist law enforce­ 
ment officers in k eeping track of 
changes, the attorney general m ails 
a week ly su m m ary of cou rt decisions 
— as applied to actu al cases 
—to 
1,300 law m en throu ghou t the state.

This 
w eek ’s 
su m m ary , 
m ailed 
Thu rsday , cov ered the high c ou rt’s 
Ju ne 23 ru ling. 


The sum m ary has been m ailed 
weekly since Dec. 1 6, 1 9 64 to “ do 
so m ething specific to aid law en­ 
fo rcem ent o fficers,” Mey er said. 
“ They k now the general ru les,” 
he said. 


“ Bu t they need to ex am ine a large 
nu m ber of factu al situ ations to see 
how the law is actu ally applied by 
the cou rt.”

Su pporters of the bill point 
ou t that this method of ta x a ­ 
tion will force the residents of 
lower lev y districts to pay an 
equ al tax on lik e c a rs as those

The owner of a large, new 
car who is now pay ing as 
m u ch as $245 in ta.x es in Lin­ 
coln will be pay ing only $8 0 
u nder prov isions of LB1222. 
The tax es u nder the new 
proposal will be increased ou t 
in the ru ral areas which m ak e 
u p approx im ately 15 % of the 
total cou nty . 
Trend Is Same 
Howev er, the stu dy showed 
that the trend was the sam e 
as in the city in that the older, 
lower-priced cars were tax es 
proportionately 
higher than 
heav ier, newer cars. 
F or ex am ple, in L ancaster 


Cou nty ’s lowest lev y district 
of 24.306 mills, it wou ld tak e 
tax es on eight large, new cars 
to m ak e u p the deficit of one 
lik e car within the city of 
Lincoln where 
the lev y 
i.s 


98 .8 3 mills. 


Opponents of the legislation 
say that the bill has “ gross 
Inequ ities” 
in 
that 
the 
legislation 
helps 
the 
in- 
cliv idiiu l who can 
afford 
a 
newer and-or m ore ex pensiv e, 
heav ier car at the ex pense of 
the indiv idu al who can afford 
only an older, sm aller car. 


For e.x ample, apply ing Uie 
av erage 
lev y 
of 
5 2 
mills 
throu ghou t the 
cou nty , 
the 
indiv idu al with the large, new 
car cou ld receiv e a redu ction 
of abou t $48 , while the owner 
of the older, sm aller c a r will 
be pay ing m ore than twice as 
m u ch as he paid before. 


Abou t Sam e 
The 
indiv idu al 
with 
the 
av erage weight, new c a r will 
be pay ing approx im ately the 
sam e within $3 to $5 either 
way . 


Howev er, 
the 
indiv idu als 
who 
hav e 
large 
families 
necessitating the ownership of 
a station w'agon which m ay be 
w'orth from one-third to one- 
half w hat a high-priced car is 
will pay the sam e tax es as the 
owner of the high-priced c a r 
becau se the two v ehicles fail 
in the sam e weight category . 


A Lincoln resident with a 
one or tw oy ear-old

wagon is pay ing between $5 7 
and $7 6 tax es now while u nder 
the new sy stem he will pay 
$8 0.

“ There was nothing to do 
bu t u se my rifle as a clu b 
and ju mp into them. I bang­ 
ed them ev erywhere I cou ld 
land u ntil the bu tt of my rifle 
bu sted. Then I grabbed my 
French 
bolo 
k nife 
and 
slashed in a million direc­ 
tions. 


“ They k nock ed m e arou nd 
considerable and whanged 
me on the head. Bu t I always 
managed to get back on my 
feet. I was still banging them 
when my crowd cam e u p and 
sav ed m e.” 


The sk irmish lasted abou t 
an hou r, and Johnson said he 
didn’t see anything so great 
abou t it. “ I ju st fou ght for 
my life,” he said. “ A rabbit 
wou ld hav e done that.” 
Johnson, who 
was 
pro­ 
moted to sergeant before his 
discharge, died in 1929.

Indian Affairs Chief 
Resigns In Protest

a century has quietly resigned 
his post in protest over what 
he regards as the ind’fference 
of the Nixon administration to 
his people.

R epublican, charged Friday 
that the President and his 
advisers 
“ have 
completely 
ignored the Indians up to 
now.” 
“ So far in six months, no 
top 
person 
of 
this ^ ad­ 
ministration has even visited 
an Indian reservation or held 
a meeting with an Indian 
group,” Bennett said in an 
interview. 
Bennett, who is the first 
career employe of the bureau 
ever 
to 
b e c o m e 
com- 
missioner, 
submitted 
his 
resignation a little over a 
month ago after he heard 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior 
Walter J. Hickel say on a 
television interview that the 
department did not need new 
Indian programs but new men 
to run them. 
According to B e n n e t t , 
Secretary llickel never held 
anv discussion with him on 
the department’s Indian af­ 
fairs activities during his first 
five months in office. Their 
only 
contact, 
the 
former 
commissioner 
s a i d , 
was 
shaking hands when Hickel 
first greeted bureau heads. 
“ He never informed 
me 
that he intended to put a new 
man in the job.” said Bennett, 
who 
has 
worked 
for 
the 
Bureau of Indian affairs sinco 
1933. 


Bennett said he understood 
that the interior secretary 
had submitted the names of 
three 
possible 
new 
com­ 
missioners for clearance by 
R e publican 
congressional 
leaders, but that all of them 
had proved to be “ Kennedy 
Democrats.” 
Asked if he believed some 
form of politics was behind 
nickel’s decision to replace 
him, 
the

missioner replied: “ I would 
think so.” He served from 
1961 to 1965 as the bureau’s 
area 
director 
in 
Alaska, 
where Hickel 
was 
elected 
governor in 1966. 
Bennett said he had worked 
to transfer the initiative to the 
Indians from the government, 
seeking more money from the 
Bureau of the Budget and 
Congress and trying to get 
“ the best deal possible” for 
tribes whose land was taken 
over by dams or other federal 
installations.

former President Johnson in 
March 1966 after six moths 
as deputy commissioner and 
29 years in the bureau.

Since his resignation, Ben­ 
nett has stayed in Washington 
as a consultant on Indian af­
